Board Of Trade Meeting 


Smallest Towns In The 
World To Procure This 

Modern Equipment 


For a quarter of a century the town 
of Raymond has carried on and oc¬ 
cupied its present quarters, even 
though at times, it has been very 
far from convenient or safe for the 
many town records, or Town officials. 

Should a town of approximately 
two thousand inhabitants go on with 
the same Town Hall indefinitely? 
When will the Town be in a better 
financial condition? 

Some reasons why we should build. 
We need a fireproof building. A place 
for keeping fire equipment is needed. 
A place outside the Office is needed 
for numerous meetings,, both of a 
public character, and for officials 
caning on the various responsibilit¬ 
ies given them by the people . Rec¬ 
ords should be kept in a Safety Vault 
and last but not least, a building in 
keeping with the size and general 
promerity of the district rhouli be 
added to the Town corner in o der 
to be in harmony with buildings on 
fell sides of the Town Offi 

Reasons why we should not build. 
It will raise Town Taxes. Taxes 
are alreay too high.. We have got 
along as we are for the past twenty 
flv® years, why not keep on a a we 
have done. It Is hard enough on the 

people to raise money for the Schools 
and Town uses with out adding great¬ 
er burdens. 

Can we build a Town Hall ? Lets 
see. At present we own fire equip¬ 
ment with no place to store It. If 
we build a place to store it ,we will 
have to spend about $1000.00 and that 
will come from current revenue. We 
have to pay $1750.00 more to finish 
up the second instalment on the Fire 
Engine. That comes from current 
revenue. 

If we build a Town Hall, it will 
not raise Taxes enough to notice 
Why? In the firpt place, it will be 
necessary to sell Debentures to build 
the Town Hall with. This will be 
paid gradually. Nothing but interest 
being paid for from three to five 
years. There wall be about $4000.00 
in Water Works Debentures retired 
within the next three years, which 
we are now paying out, and when 
they are paid out, we can begin pay¬ 
ing principal payments on the Town 
Hall Debentures, which would add but 
little to our present Taxes . 

For the year 1 929. the taxes would 
be less, if a complete Town Hall was 
built bv pellinp r Denatures, rathe** 
than by raising $1000.00 in current 
revenue to build a Fire Hall. 


The annual Board of Trade meeting 
will be held next Wednesday at the 
Club Cafe at 1:15 p.m. This is a spec¬ 
ial meeting and every citizen is urged 
to attend and become a member. 
Much has been accomplished in the 
past year and with an increased or¬ 
ganization this year it is expected 
that more will be done. The Board 
of Trade in every town is one of the 
most important organizations and i* 
rapidly becoming more so. They 
are really a unit of provincial wide 
and nation wide organization, and one 
that is best fitted to cope with thr 
local problems everywhere. Be at 
this meeting. 


Negotiations with Eastern manu¬ 
facturers for syncronized equipment 
has been pending for some two mon¬ 
ths for the installation of the new 
talkie device for the Capitol Theater 
at Raymond and the Palace Theater 
Cardston, the two Brewerton Theaters 
in Southern Alberta.

The arrival of the equipment is 
expected daily and within two weeks 
should be in operation.

The 
remarkable success of last year’s 
festival at the Royal Alexandra 
Hotol, Winnipeg, raised the hope 
that it would become an annual 
event, and the announcement of 
this year’s festival to’ take place 
at Regina, March 20th to 23rd, has 
been generally welcomed as an in¬ 
dication of the establishing of the 
Festival in the artistic life of the 
prairies. Those who witnessed 
last year’s festival will never for¬ 
get it. National costumes formed 
n riot of color, and national dances 
n perfect whirl of studied and dash¬ 
ing movement, while the music, 
both vocal and instrumental, was 
of such a standard as to set a high 
mark for future festivals. 

The programme already arrang¬ 
ed for the Regina Festival will be 
thoroughly representative of the 
various races that make up 
Canada’s West. Eighteen racial 
groups will contribute their na¬ 
tional songs and dances, aqd 
handicrafts, and the display of 
many colored national costumes 
will form a series of brilliant pic¬ 
tures. 

All four countries of the British 
Isles will participate and European 
races that comprise those new 
Canadians will include Hungarians, 
Czechs, Ukrainians, Serbians, Rou¬ 
manians, Swedes, Icelanders, Poles,

Harnessing the Churchill 


Lindbergh Find* Airplane Boat Way 
To Bet Around 

When Col. Lindbergh set out in the 
first week In February In a flight to 
inaugurate the air mall sendee be¬ 
tween Florida and the Canal Zone, 
he was asked how long It had been 
since he had travelled In a railroad 
train. 

"More than a year and a half-bo- 
fore I flew to Paris,” he replied 

Since he learned to fly, Col. Lind- 
berg, up to tho time of the Florida- 
Panama flight, had covered 270,000 
miles in flight. This distance is 
equal to about eleven times the cir¬ 
cumference of the earth. The tlmo 
he had spent iu the air totaled 3.0.10 
hours, or about four months off the 
ground. In 1928 he was 800 hours in 
the air, or more than thirty-three 
clays. In this time his flights total¬ 
ed 65.000 miles. 

"I wouldn’t liavo time to go so 
many places if I didn’t fly,” ho said.

Most Northerly Hydro Development 
On Large Scale In Canada 

There is more than a touch of ro¬ 
mance in connection with tho an¬ 
nouncement that early next month 
the first electric power will have 
been developed and will bo availnble 
for use on the Churchill River. The 
Hudson Bay Mining and SmeltIng 
Company has an initial development 
of 2,000 horse-power almost com¬ 
pleted to be used in connection with 
the work of bringing in the larger 
development of 40,000 orec-power 
which is required for the operation 
of the mine and smelter at FI In Flon. 

There is little doubt but that this 
la tho most northerly hydro develop¬ 
ment In Canada, at least in n major 
way. Island Falls, where tho 
Churchill is being harnessed, ir. 450 
miles north of Winnipeg. A few 
years ago anyone who suggested 
that by 1929 the waters of the 
Churchill would be producing elec¬ 
trical energy would have been looked 
upon as a visionnry dreamer. That 
it has already come to pass is an¬ 
other proof of the striking rapidity 
with which the north country is be¬ 
ing opened up. The dark waters of 
the Churchill, Fiigcstive of fur trad¬ 
ers, crjioo brigades, trappers, and the 
magic mystery of the north, are be¬ 
ing turned to the prosaic task of 
making wheels go around.—Mani¬ 
toba Free Press.

It is not unusual for a dirlglblo to 
hover over a spot for considerable 
time. But an aviator at tho muni¬ 
cipal airport at Chicago, recently 
kept a plane in tho air virtual¬ 
ly motionless for an hour. There was 
a 60-mile gale blowing. The aviator 
headed into It. He throttled his mo¬ 
tor in such a way that the pull of 
tho plane going forward Just bal¬ 
anced the pressure of the wind driv¬ 
ing it backward. The result was pre¬ 
cisely no progress In either direction 

The experiment was interesting 
but it probably solves no problems, 
since a stiff wind is not always nvail- 
ablc for hovering purposes. Some 
day, however, there will doubtless 
he developed a device which will en¬ 
able planes to stay in the air while 
virtually motionless. That will mean 
a long step toward safety.

From Uik biblical story of creation we learn that man was given 
power and dominion over the beasts of the field, and thus early in his career 
sot out to establish his power over all the forces of nature. From that time 
down to the present with ever increasing eagerness and energy man has 
sought for power. 

It is recorded of Alexander the Great that, having conquered the then 
Known world, he sighed for more worlds to conquer. Egypt under the 
Ph ircalis, Rome under the Caesars, Carthage, Greece, all the great empires 
oi tlie part strove for power and. having attained it, were ultimately 
destroyed by it. The same was true of Napoleon, and in the lifetime of 
the present generation it lias again been proven in the case of the cx- 
Kaiscr Wilhelm 

71 y waj of contrast the history of Britain during the last one thousand 
years, mav be noted. The British Empire is today the most powerful 
political entity in the world. It has gone on from strength to strength and 
1 icreased ic power, not through the autocratic use of its power, but, by a 
1 iradex, in continually and voluntarily relinquishing powers which it en¬ 
joyed to subordinate peoples and colonies, raising their status, conferring 
: « .v powers on them, and accepting thorn on terms of equality with itself. 
The most dangerous period in Britain's history was when it did not pursue 
such a course and sought to impose its will upon the thirteen American 
t lollies. At that ‘inn- instead of gaining or retaining power, it lost it. 
That lesson lias never been forgotten by British statesmen. 

Power wielded wisely will increase, but exercised unwisely and auto¬ 
cratically i*. will destroy itself This Is just as true In the case of indi- 
vidur !s, corporations and associations as it is in the case of rulers, govern- 
» cats and countries. It Is especially true of monopolies of all kinds, and 
it .s because ir Duopolies have and do make use of their power unfairly ana 
n ifishly that there has developed such a large body of public opinion favor¬ 
able to the p i.’c.p ,... . ownership aud operation of all services which 
ii their very nature must be monopolistic, as, for example, railways, tele¬ 
phones, electric pewer systems. 

In the early days of Western Canada the C.P.R. enjoyed a monopoly 
ii transportation It was raiher autociatlc; perhaps in those days it had to 
I . but its management was vise and far-seeing, and, in later years, using 
it., great powvr for the pood of the country, it has grown still more power- 
powerful and successful, and. ai the same time, stronger in tnc esteem ana 
goodwill of the f ct'plc. 

The organized grain trade of Canada wielded great power, but, nor 
l«ing so amenable to public opinion, it has lost much of its power. It is 
still inclined to be selfish and in that fact lies its danger, ljeeau.se it cannot 
l 2 denied that it is losing instead of gaining in public favor, with the in- 
i v'table result that year by year It in being hedged about with greater re- 

i lie lions and a larger measure of public control. 

The same danger confronts the great banking institutions of the coun- 
t y, and tho people are becoming increasingly restive under the steady 
i.i i. orption of small banks by the larger ones. The banks may, for tho 
time being, become more powerful, but there is always a greater power, 
the people themselves, and the banks may succeed in becoming so consoli¬ 
dated and powerful, that it will becofne all the simpler for the people to 
step in and take their powers to the nation itself. 

In this electrical age, water powers, coal resources, and electrical dis- 
t ibution systems are the very life-blood of industry. Upon them is depend- 
ci.t most of the conveniences of modern life. Control of electrical develop- 

ii ent means great power, both directly and indirectly. Financial magnates 
sad captains of industry are fully alive to this fact, and there is keen com-

Stations In Antarctic Planned By Sir 
George Hubert Wilkin* 

Twelve meteorological stations in 
tlic Antarctic regions are planned by 
Sir George Hubert Wilkins, explorer, 
to supply weather forecasts for all 
the world. 

Wilkins announced the meteoro¬ 
logical stations when he stopped at 
Talcahuamo, Chile, en route to New 
York after three months in tho Ant¬ 
arctic. 

The first station will be establish¬ 
ed at Deception Island when he re¬ 
turns there next November, Wilkins 
said. 

While in the Antarctic zone Wil¬ 
kins said he discovered a tract of 
land which is not a peninsula of the 
supposed Antarctic continent but a 
series of islands. Wilkins said he also 
discovered 1,000 miles of coast in the 
district west of the Weddel sea and 
was able to correct many geograph¬ 
ical errors.

Alberla Potato Growers 


A New Market I* Opening Up In I lie 
Southern State* 

Southern Alberta potato growers 
have a new market opening up in 
the southern states, according to M. 
L. Frcng, district agriculturist, who 
pointed out that while Montana was 
quite a source of supply in this di¬ 
rection, the south was beginning to 
look to Alberta for first class certi¬ 
fied potatoes.

Air Force Extends North 


Royal Canadian Air Force To Build 
a Station At Pelican 

The Royal Canadian air force is to 
build a station at Telican to form 
another link in the communication 
lines used iu the north to co-ordinate 
the operation of forestry patrol 
planes and machines used in photo¬ 
graph ic surveys. 

The air force already has stations 
at Cormorant Luke and Norway 
House, and are building three more 
this winter. One is at Bcrens River, 
on the east side of Lake Winnipeg; 
one is at Lac La Ronge, north of 
Prince Albert, and the third ir. at 
Pelican Narrows. Ten tons of ma¬ 
terials are being sent Into Pelican 
lor construction of the station.

In the first place, and most important, governments and people or 
v tern Canada should be alert to prevent any such absorption, and, in tho 

nd place, the big power interests should fully realize that, if they over- 
e'.i p the mark, the people will take the matter into their own hands and 
t o beack to themselves in the name of their governments, the resources 
end power to be developed*and managed in their own interests. 

Finally, a word of warning to corporations and associations generally, 
li is possible through large memberships and the accumulation of great 
i <-ts to become powerful. Such power, as already stated, wisely employed, 
i a good thing and will bring greater power and influence. But here, too, 
i •< found elements of danger. There may arise a demand by some to use 
11: power for other purposes and in other ways than was originally intend¬ 
ed to attempt to exercise that power in other fields. To do so Is to invite 
c’i aster, because, as all history proves, the masses of tho people will not 
nenuiesec, but, in such exercise of power, the power itself will be lost.

Grass and Legumes 


Ton I’ouml* Of Alfalfa Seed Per 
Acre Is Recommended 

In the growing of grasses and 
clovers It is Important that In Reed¬ 
ing reasonably correct amounts of 
seed be used. While in favourable 
seasons a comparatively light seed¬ 
ing may succeed well, seasons that 
are more adverse have to be consid¬ 
ered at seeding time. At the La- 
combe, Alberta, Experimental Sta¬ 
tion such crops as rye grass, timet by, 
alfalfa, sweet clover, and brome, 
were sown at different rates with 
wheat seeded on summer fallow's ns 
a nurse crop. The results of the work 
are shown in the report of the su¬ 
perintendent of the station, publish¬ 
ed by the Department of Agriculture, 
at Ottawa. As between rye grass 
and timothy it It brought out that 
during the dryer years the i*yo grass 
made the heavier growth, while the 
reverse was the case when there was 
an abundance of moisture available 
during tho growing season. The

Among the many activities of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police is 
included the maintenance of national 
prestige and tho preservation of 
rights of life and property on Can¬ 
ada's far-flung Arctic coast. 

From Herschel Island at tho we«t- 
ern boundary of Canada’s coast line 
to Boothia Peninsula on the east is 
over 1,200 miles direct, but following 
the irregularities of the shore the 
distance is much greater. The 
whole region is far beyond the Arc¬ 
tic circle. 

The native population is Eskimo. 
There are a few missionaries and 
some traders including the Hudson’s 
Pay Co. Indian population does not 
extend northward to the coast. 

Them are six police detachments: 
Herschel Island, Aklavik, Pn illie 
Island (Cape Bathurst), Langton 
Bay, Bernard Harbor and Cambridge 
Bay (on the great Arctic island of 
Victoria Land). This latter is 900 
miles east of Herschel. 

Communication is by dog-sled in 
the long winter and by water in the 
short summer. 

Hitherto the police have depend¬ 
ed upon the vessels of the Hudson’s 
Bay Co., or other traders for sum¬ 
mer inter communication and tho 
transportation of men and supplies. 
But during the past season the pres¬ 
tige and efficiency of the Arctic 
section of the police force was ma¬ 
terially increased by the arrival of 
the auxiliary-powered schooner St. 
Roch, which hereafter will do patrol 
work and distribute supplies 
throughout the western Arctic dur¬ 
ing the season of open water, it will, 
in fact, be a floating police post. 

Vessels coming into the Canadian 
Arctic from Bering Strait do not 
reach Herschel until some time after 
the waters eastward to Coronation 
Gulf and beyond have been opr-n to 
navigation.

Trees Are Of Benefit To Production 
On Prairies 

The planting of trees on prairie 
farms In Western Canada Is having 
an appreciably beneficial effect on 
the quality and variety of agricul¬ 
tural production in that part of Can¬ 
ada. The large and growing dis¬ 
tribution of planting material made 
from the nursery stations of the de¬ 
partment of the Interior at Indian 
Head and Sutherland, Saskatchewan, 
is gradually changing the general 
appearanco of the prairies in tlie 
provinces of Manitoba, Saskatch-

3908. This made it an offence to 
sell, offer for sale, possess, or manu¬ 
facture opium prepared for smoking, 
or crude opium for other than medi¬ 
cinal purposes. Three years later 
in 1911 further enactment brought 
the three drugs heroin, morphine, 
and cocaine— under control, and on 
account of these statutes tho Domin¬ 
ion wan justly regarded at that time 
as having the most advanced legisla¬ 
tion thereupon in the world. With a 
view to the international control of 
the opium traffic, Canada was repre¬ 
sented at the subsequent confer¬ 
ences at the Hague In 1912 and 1915. 

In addition to making it nn offence 
to possess, manufacture, sell, or dis¬ 
tribute the various derivatives of 
opium and cocaine, except for medi¬ 
cinal or scientific purposes the 1911 
Act stipulated that these dmgs 
should bo sold only by a bona fide j 
wholesale or retail druggist to physl-, 
clans, veterinary surgeons, or den- ( 
tists, or on prescriptions issued byj 
members of these professions. As a | 
matter of fact, the Hague Confer¬ 
ence agreements were to all intents 
and purposes already embodied in 
the Dominion’s 1911 Act, but these 
agreements were never ratified by 
other countries until after the con¬ 
clusion of peace, when the Treaty of 
Versailles included a clause whereby 
the International Opium Convention 
was incorporated therein and 
brought Into force. 

In conformity with the ideals of 
the League of Nations, a still moro 
stringent act was passed by the Do¬ 
minion Government In 1920, and in 
1922 an amendment was made pro¬ 
viding for the deportation of all 
aliens convicted of trafficking, irre¬ 
spective of the length of their stay 
In Canada. Incidentally, between 
June, 1922, find January, 1927, 460 
persons were deported. In 1923 an¬ 
other Act was passed, tightening up 
every probable loophole of evasion, 
followed by further regulations ana 
amendments in 1924, 1925, and 1926, 
which made the legislation on the 
subject as perfect as humanly possi¬ 
ble. The Narcotic Act as it now 
stands specifies a maximum peralty 
of seven years imprisonment with a 
minimum of six months and a maxi¬ 
mum fine of $1,000, with a minimum 
of $200 in case of trafficking, while 
in cases of sale of narcotics to a 
minor, the court is empowered to Im¬ 
pose the lash in addition to any oth¬ 
er punishment. 

Owing to her Btrategic position be¬ 
tween the East and West, Canada is 
one of tho world's highways over 
which this traffic would naturally 
pass. Her alertness, therefore, in 
combating the narcotic evil not only 
conserves the health of the people, 
one of our greatest natural resourc¬ 
es, but ulso assists in maintaining 
the welfare, peace, and good order of 
the world.

Of Prairie Provinces 


A New High Mark For Industry la 
Met During 1928 

A new high mark in the value of 
tho poultry industry in Alberta has 
been set during 1928, according to 
the annual report of the Poultry 
Commissioner, J. H. Hare. Figures 
arrived at with the co-operation of 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
show that the numbers of the vari¬ 
ous kinds of poultry on Alberta 
farms in 1928 were as follows: 1,- 
398,214 turkeys; 200,922 geese; 99,- 
258 ducks; 5,496,130 other fowl; a 
total of 6,213,706 as compared with 
5,853,000 in 1927. A corresponding 
increase in tho value of poultry is 
shown In the fact that this reached 
5G.095.298 in 1928, ns against $4,- 
921,000 in 1927.

Started Centuries Ago 


By wintering in the 
Arctic the Bt. Roch will be able to 
take advantage of the whole of tho 
season of navigation for tho dis¬ 
charge of its patroj and other duties. 

The-St. Roche was built last win¬ 
ter in North Vancouver by the Bur- 
rard Dry Dock Co. Its length is 95 
feet; beam, 24 feet; speed. 7 knots; 
cargo capacity, 175 tons. Besides a 
full equipment of sails as a schooner, 
the St Roch has Diesel engines of 
125 horsepower. 

She left Vancouver on June 2Gth 
and arrived at Herschel on July 
30th. She sailed from Herschel on 
August 1st for Carabridgo Bay and 
returned August 24tli. She is now 
in winter quarters at Langton Bay, 
250 miles east of Herschel. 

She has wireless equipment which 
communicates witli Aklavik, and 
through Edmonton to Ottawa. ot- 
fore tuning in with Aklavik she was 
able to reach the boat Bay Maud or 
the Hudson’s Bay Co., at Cambridge 
Bay, 600 miles distant. The Bay 
Maud reached Cape Hope’s Advance 
on Hudson Strait and proceeded 
thence to Ottawa. 

Tho detachment on tho St. Roch 
comprises Sergt. Frederick A ruler- 
ton, in charge, and nine men. includ¬ 
ing a wireless operator, all certified 
master mariners. The third officer is 
an ex-naval midshipman who saw 
service in Belgium during the war. 

Owing to bars at tho mouths of the 
several arms of tho Mackenzie delta, 
the St. Roch will not be able to reach 
Aklavik. But connection between 
Shingle point on the Arctic -coast 
west of the delta and 75 miles from 
Aklavik can be maintained by small¬ 
er power-boats, of which many are 
available. 

Having their own mean* of trans¬ 
portation with full efficiency tho 
police are now equipped to give a 
measure of supervision all along the 
western Arctic coast to matters that 
were entirely beyond their reach In 
the conditions under which they had 
hitherto been working

Increased Use Of Butter 


Canadians Are the Largest Consum¬ 
ers Of Blitter In the World 

The people of Canada are the larg¬ 
est consumers of butter in the world. 
The per capita consumption has been 
put down at 27 pounds yearly, ap¬ 
proximately 10 pounds more per head 
than the people of the United States, 
which holds second place on the list. 

The increased home consumption 
of butter and the supplies necessary 
to meet the demands of the glowing 
tourist trade, have caused a drop in 
exports, not only of butter, but of 
other dairy products. Almost 15,000,- 
000 pounds of butter are consumed 
annually by tourists in the Domin¬ 
ion. 

While Ontario and Quebec are the 
largest producers of butter and oth¬ 
er dairy products in Canada, the out¬ 
put of tho three prairie provinces — 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and Alber¬ 
ta —now totals approximately one 
third of the total production of the 
Dominion. Fourteen years ago West¬ 
ern Canada was importing 200 cars 
of butter annually. Now it exports 
millions of pounds.

The childs digestion is often upset 
from missing the mid-day meal and 
having to depend upon a meagre lunch 
often of sweets and indigestable food 
This is especially important when 
the rest of the family dine at noou, 
and there is only a light meal served 
in the evening.

Eye 
strain is a particular evil of civiliza¬ 
tion, and makes its first appearance 
in school when the scholar tries to 
accommodate the eye to the short 
lauge which leading requires, but for 
which the eye mchanism is not wll 
adapted by nature. 

In checking schools it has been 
found that more than one in four 
scholais have defective vision or suf¬ 
fer from eye-strain.
